| ILLIAM SARSFELD ſeized in Fee of the Lands of Lucan, and other 
Lands in the Kingdom of Ireland, died in 1675, leaving Iſſue Two Sons, and 
„ One Daughter, named Charlotte. Both the Sons died in their Infancy, and the 
| Lands deſcending to the ſaid Charlotte, then an Infant of Tenders Years, Patrick Sarſ- 
Feld, Eſq; her Unkle, commonly called Lord Lucan, (who was a Man of Power and In- 
tereſt with the late King James) enter'd upon ſome Part of her Lands, and ſet up a Title 
to them, under Colour of a Will, pretended to be made by the ſaid William Sarsfeld. 
Patrick Sarsfeld was Attainted for the late Rebellion in Ireland, and under his Forfei- 
ture all the ſaid Lands were ſeized into their late Majeſties Hands; but, upon Appli- 
cation made by the ſaid Charlotte, his Majeſty ſatisfied of her Right, ordered her to be 
' Reſtored to the Poſſeſſion of them. — 
The ſaid Charlotte being in the quiet Enjoyment of her Eſtate, Mr. Veſey Married her, 
and had Iſſue by her Two Daughters, Anne and Henrietta, and the ſaid Charlotte ſoon after 
died, whereby Mr. Veſey was ſeized of the Premiſes, as Tenant by the Courteſie, and the 


Reverſion thereof veſted in his ſaid Daughters, then very Young Infants. 


The Forfeited Lands in Ireland, being by an Act of Parliament made in England, veſted 
nin Truſtees, and Patrick Sarsfeld, (who was Attainted, ) having been in the Poſſeſſion of a 
great Part of the ſaid Eſtate, Mr. Veſey was adviſed, by Reaſon thereof, to enter a Claim 
for it before the Truſtees, who, in March 1701, difmi(sd his Claim, put him out of Poſ- 
ſeſſion, and enter d upon the Lands. . | TS 
Mr. Veſey, in the Firſt Year of Her Majeſties Reign, applied to the Parliament for Relief, 
and obtained an Act, whereby it was Enacted, That Mr. Veſey paying Three Tears Purchaſe 
for the ſaid Lands, the Truſtees ſhould convey them to him for Life; the Remainder to his 

. ſaid Daughters and their Heirs. 1 „ 
Mr. Veſey paid his Purchaſe-Money, and the Truſtees convey d the Lands to him purſu- 
ant to the {aid Act, which he has quietly enjoy d ever ſince; but the Commiſſioners of the 
Revenue of Ireland have lately demanded the Profits of his Eſtate, which grew due from the 
Second of Nowember, 1699, (at which Time the Truſtees Power commenced, ) until the 
_ diſmiſſing his ſaid Claim, and they Threaten to ſue him, in Her Majeſties Name, for the 
lame, notwithſtanding Mr. Veſey did on his Part perform all Things requir'd by the Act 
for his Relief, by which, and by the True Meaning of that Act, and the Favourable Inten- 
tion of the Makers thereof, Mr. Veſey, as he conceiv d, was to be charg d with no more 

than the Three Years Value. >

1ſt, That Mr. Veſeys CASE was thought Worthy of Compaſſion, and therefore the 
Parliament reliev'd him by the Act made in his Favour. | 
2ally, That the Parliament then knew the whole Circumſtances of his Caſe in Relation 
to the ſaid Eſtate and Forfeiture, and if they had intended he ſhould have been charged with 
the Meſne Profits before he loſt the Poſſeſſion of his Eſtate, they would have provided, that 
_ thoſe Profits, as well as the Purchaſe-Money, ſhould have been paid before the Truſtees 
made him a Conveyance, as was done in many other Caſes, wherein they intended the 
| Meſne Profits ſhould accrue to the Publick. PE 
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340, Tbat oe Rents and Profits fo received ling long ſir nce "Dow ſpent in Maintaining ſl 
Mr. Veſey and his Family, and by the Act for his Relief he is made Yeah for Life only, 
ſo that be cannot raiſe the ſame out of the ſaid Lands, and muſt be utterly undone if he 
ſhould he compelled by Decree of the Court of Exchequer to pay them, and then that AR, 
which was  deligned for his Relicf, will prove his Ruin. |
